Dahlias  are  very  easy  to  grow,  thrive  in  almost  any  soil,  make  gorgeous  bou- 
quets in  an  infinite  variety  of  forms  and  colorings,  and  bloom  best  in  the 
Pall  when  other  choice  flowers  are  scarce.

Plant  after  danger 
of  frost  is  over  or,  if  you  prefer,  about  March  1st  line  some  shallow  pans  or 
boxes  with  damp  moss  or  with  sand,  ^ inch  deep  on  bottom  and  sides,  put 
in  the  Gannas  % inch  apart  and  fill  in  wdth  moss,  and  keep  it  damp  and 
warm.  They  will  begin  to  sprout  in  about  two  weeks.  As  they  sprout,  cut 
off  with  part  of  the  root  and  plant  in  4-in.  pots.  Give  light  and  plenty  of 
moisture  and  transplant  in  beds  15  inches  apart  in  May.  Do  not  plant  when 
the  ground  is  still  cold  and  wet  or  your  bulbs  will  rot  in  the  ground.  May 
is  plenty  early  to  bed  them  out.

Some  seeds  are  much  easier  to  germinate  than 
others.  Growers  will  have  failures  as  well  as  successes. 
Some  classes  of  seeds  are  unreliable  even  in  the  hands 
of  professionals.  Others  could  hardly  fail  with  any  sort 
of  treatment. 

Tender  seeds  should  not  be  planted  outdoors  before 
May  and  expected  to  grow;  many,  however,  may  be 
started  in  the  house  from  Feb.  to  Apr.  and  transplanted 
out  in  May.  Neither  should  the  seed  be  planted  like 
corn  and  expected  to  do  well.  Sow  about  twice  in  depth 
the  thickness  of  the  seed.  Very  fine  seed  can  be  sowed 
from  a salt  shaker  and  pressed  down  with  a fiat  block 
or  board. 

Seeds  started  indoors  should  be  sowed  in  cigar  box- 
es, in  good  soil  and  covered  with  glass  until  the  young 
plants  appear,  when  one  side  of  the  glass  should  be 
raised  for  ventilation.  Keep  moist,  but  not  soaked,  so 
as  to  provide  the  needed  moisture  and  yet  not  “damp 
off”  the  young  plants. 

Do  not  transplant  until  after  the  two  seed  leaves 
have  been  succeeded  by  the  regular  leaves. 

Flat  seeds  such  as  Ricinis,  Gourds,  Wild  Cucumber, 
Coboea,  &c.,  should  be  planted  edgewise  the  same  as 
you  plant  Lima  Beans.  Planted  fiat  they  would  have  a 
tendency  to  rot. 

By  following  out  these  few  and  simple  suggestions 
you  should  have  more  than  the  average  of  success.
